They sew the 
last stitch over p erhap s once and cu t 
the thread off short, whereas the stitch 
shou ld have two takeu over it, then one 
across, tht*u the needle ru n between the 
thicknesses of cloth if there be any, and, 
if not, a stitch shou ld be taken back, so 
that when cu t the end of the thread 
will be at some distance. 
In this case 
there will 1«« mu ch less danger of the 
thread working ou t 
and the sewing 
rip p ing. 
Then some p ersons take too 
narrow seams— a qu arter of an inch is 
none too wide— or are not carefu l to have 
the edges of the material even. 
These 
may seem trifles, bu t they make the 
difference between good work and p oor.

companies, and the tents and shanties 


of the workmen and 
barns for the

are at work 
about forty team» and 
men with wheel scrapers,
